9. Lt Col John P. Pago, E.D. was sworn by the Act-' 
ing Prosidont as a Momber of the Court for the purpose 
of tho Case in hoaring and of any other caso in the 
hoaring of which ho might bo called upon to tako part. 
Tho other Members of tho Court woro reminded of their 
oath as Members of tho Standing Court. The Court In- 
torprotor and tho Court iieportor were reminded of their 
rcspoctivo oaths. 


10. Tho Court prococdod with tho examination on oath 
of tho witness 


M. GABRIEL LELIEVHE, LES PAINS, Calvados, Franco, 
whoso recorded ovldonco interpreted by Lt. u.E. 
liOBICHAUD is attached hereto and marked Exhibit 

5. 

The Court adjourned at 1240 hours. 

11. /it 1330 hours on 5 November 1944 tho Members of 
the Court went to tho scono of tho shooting with tho 
witnos3 si. GABRIEL LELIEVHE and satisfied thonsolves 
that tho position occupied by M. PIEiuiE BEAU JAN on 12 
June 1944, as described, by him to M. GABRIEL LELIEVRE, 
v/ao one from which the shooting on tho road could have 
boon scon. At this point, tho field in which M. 3EAU- 
JAN was described as having been standing is at a lovol 
of about 5 foot beloY/ the lovol of tho road. Thoro is 
a taXLhcdgo along the roadsido, tho bottom of which is 
opon, giving an adequate view of passors on the road. 

At tho samo time, tho Members of tho Court wore satis¬ 
fied that tho hodgo was of such a character as to mako 
it mo3t unlilcoly that any prisoner under escort would 
have choson that position to attempt to escapo. 

The road at thi3 point had a smooth, hard, met¬ 
alled surfaco. The Members of tho Court were also sat¬ 
isfied that no empty cartridge cases could have lain 
for moro than a for hours in tho position whero thoy 
wore soon by the witness LELIEVHE on the morning of tho 
13 Juno 1944, without being crushed or dispersed by 
traffic. 


10 Novomber 1944 


12. The Court, constituted as at its previous sos- 
sion at LES FAINS on tho 5 Novcmbor 1914 but without 
tho Court Interpreter, resumed at the offices of G-l 
Division, Supromo Headquarters, t Iliad Expeditionary 
Force, at 1110 hours on Friday the 10th November 1914. 
'The Court procoodcd with the examination on oath of tho 
witnoss 
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Serjeant J* FAUCKER, K53452, Canadian Pro¬ 
vost Corps, whose recorded evidence is 
attached hereto and marked Exhibit 6. 

The Court adjourned at 1120 hours. 

13. On the same date, namely 10 October 1944, 
that inquiry was made of Headquarters 21 Army Group, 
concerning the position of the British front line of 
12 June 1944, inquiry was also made of the Commanding 
General, Communications Zone and of the Y/ar Office, 
London, for particulars of German prisoners captured 
in the LES PAIRS area on or about 12 June 1944. This 
information has not yet been obtained, but inquiry is 
being pursued. 

14. Information has been received by the Court 
from the War Office, London, that the Field Post num¬ 
ber 56804, without the prefix "L", was identified on 
30 June 1944 as assigned to III Battalion Panzer Gren¬ 
adier Regiment 26 of 12SS Panzer Division (Hitler 
Jugend). This agreeg with other intelligence inform¬ 
ation in the possession of the Court and Indicates 
that it was not the 30th SS Division that was concern¬ 
ed, as at first asserted by the witness LELIEVRE. The 
telegram conveying this information (MIRS/A/SHAEF/24/ 
44 dated 13 November 1944) is attached hereto and 
marked Exhibit 7. 

15. The Court then reviewed all the evidence a- 
vailable and procoedod to draft it3 findings and 
reasons therefor and its recommendations for future 
action. 
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bands on tho arm. Cortain of thoso troops wore billotod 
in tho put-buildings of tho farm of a Fronch civilian. 

M. GABRIEL LELIEVliE, and others in tho vicinity. Tho tot¬ 
al numbor of Gorman troops so billotod at LZS FAIRS was 
about 750. 

10. Tho Fiold Post number of thoso Gorman troops 
at tho timo was No. L.56804. This number, without tho 
profix lotter "L", has boon idontifiod by War Office (MIRE 
as assigned to III Battalion SS Panzer Grenadior Aogiment 
26 of 12 SS Panzor Division Hitler Jugond on tho material 
dato. M. LELIEVRE statos that ho wa3 told by a Gorman i 
non-commi3Sioncd officor that the regimont was part of 
tho 30 S.S. Division; but ho now fools somo doubt whothor 
this information wa3 corroct. Intelligence information 

in tho possession of tho Court indicates definitely that 
it was not the 30th SS Division. 

11. On 12 Juno 19-14 tho noarost point to LES FAINS 
reached by tho British front lino was somo four kilo- 
mote rs distant from LES FAIRS. 

12. At 0900 hours to 1000 hours on tho morning of 
the 13 Juno 1944 tho witnos3 LELIEVRE, accompanied by a 
F*ronch civilian 3inco killod, by narao M. PIEIiliE B2AUJAN, 
saw tho doad body of a 3ritish soldier, in uniform, with¬ 
out arraa and very rccontly killod, by tho roadoido at tho 
Southern ond of LES RUNS. 

13. Tfae body boro fresh multiple gun shot wounds 

In tho chost, nock and head which wounds were mortal. It 
boro also a wound in tho right am which was drossed with 
a fiold dressing. This wound was not mortal. 

14. Lying on the surfaco of tho road, about 6 foot 
away from tho body, woro oight or nino cartridge casos 
from a German nachino gun, in a circlo 18 or 20 inchos 
apart. No vehicle had passed over them. 

15. Tho witnoso LELIEVRE states that around 1800 
hours or 1900 hours on 12 Juno 1944 H. PIE.AiE BEAUJAN 
told him that between 1500 and 1600 hours on that aftor- 
noon, boing then in his field boyond a hedge, ho had seen 
from a distance of about 10 metros an English soldior 
coming along tho road loading from VILLY to JUVIGNY, at 

a point at tho Southern ond of LES FAINS, undor tho es¬ 
cort of throo Gorman soldiers. That ho, li. BEaUJAN, had 
soon tho Gormans stop aside and shoot tho British sold¬ 
ior from a distance of two or throo motors. 

16. On 15 Juno 19i4 the body of tho British sold¬ 
ier was buried by the French civilian authorities, II. 
LELIEVIiE being prosont at tho funeral. 

17. From letters found on tho body by the Fronch 
civilians who buried him, tho British soldior was ident¬ 
ified as 2040362 Sapper U. B. FORBES, No. 2 troop, 4 
Fiold Company, H. E^ 

IE. On 6 October 19 i4 tho body was exhumed and ex¬ 
amined by a Pathologist and was found to boar multiple 
wounds corresponding with those describod by the witness 
LLLIEVitS. I n tho opinion of the Pathologist these mul¬ 
tiple wounds wore due to small calibre bullets fired 
from tho front from an automatic weapon at a distance of 
from 5 to 6 yards. 
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19. The German soldier who had fired the shots was ■ 
pointed out to tho v/itness LELIEVHE by M. BEAU JAN and was' 
recognized by tho Y/itnoas LELIEVHE as a German soldior 
who had twice throatoned to shoot tho witnoss. The wit¬ 
ness is confident that ho would rocognizo tho German, if 
ho saw him again. 

20. The witness LELIEVHE saw parties of British 
prisoners of var at LES Si I NS on tho 12th, 13th, 14th and 
15th Juno. H. LELIEVlffi statos that his son-in-lav/, M. 
LUCIEN LAPON, sav; one party of four British prisoners of 
war on 14 Juno 1944 boing taken along tho road in singlo 
filo tovmrd3 TILLY, under escort of two Gormans, ono in 
front and tho othor behind with a sub-machino gun. Sub¬ 
sequently M. LAPON is said to have soon tho bodies of 4 
British soldiers lying doad on a bank by the side of this 
road. Thoro is no sufficient evidence to establish how 
thoso last montionoa 4 British soldiors died, or what hap- 
pened to tho 4 British prisoners of war said to havo boon 
soon by II. LAPDN, or to tho other partios of British pris¬ 
oners of war soen by tho witnoss LELIEVHE, 

21. On 15 June 19-ii tho witness LELIEVHE, who under¬ 

stands Berman, heard a Gorman OBEHSTUHdPUHHEH toll a party 
of about 10 Gorman soldiers not to tako prisoners and that 
all prisoners taken wore to be shot. r‘ 

B. NBA SONS FCU BINDINGS 

22. The death of H. PIEliliE BEt-.UJAN has deprived the 
Court of tho only witnoss Y7ho is known to havo soon (a) 

Spr POrBES a3 a wounded and unarmed prisonor of war being 
marchod along the road under the escort of German guards 

(b) tho actual shooting of Spr PORBES whilo boing so 
marched along tho road. 

23. Nonetheless, the Court is satisfied that Spr 
FORBES was a prisoner of war and that ho was shot by tho 
Germans whilo a prisonor of war for tho following ronsons: 

(a) The distanco of tho British front line at 
tho time from the point where Spr FORBES body vra3 found i 
precludes all possibility that ho could havo got to that 
spot, except as a prisonor of war. 

(b) The body, when soon by the witness LELIEVHE 
on tho norni:g of 13 June 1944, showed clear signs that it 
had boon killed quite rocontly. 

(c) Tho condition of tho body, as soen and ob¬ 
served by tho witness LELIEVHE on the morning aftor 13 Jum 
19i4, boro out tho story told to him on tho provicus even¬ 
ing by iu. B3ixUJrt.il. 

(d) Tho presence of the cartridge casos in tho 
roadway closo to tho body, as soon by the witnoss LELIEVHE, 
bore out K. BEAUJAN'" description of tho killing, indicat¬ 
ed tho way it had boon done and again established that tho 
killing had been rocont. 

(o) The absence of any British aircraft and of 
British gun-fire at tho placo on 12 Juno 1944, coupled wit’ 
the medical cvidonco that death was caused by small cali¬ 
bre bullets, loaves no other means to account for the pres¬ 
ence of a recently killed Dritisn soldior at tho spot, ex¬ 
cept that ho had been killed by tho Gormans.

h. GnBRXEL LELIEV IE is callod, and having boon duly 
sworn, is oxaninod as follows 

Lt. Col. BOUASTON: tVhat is your full nano? 

A LELIEVHE, GABRIEL. 

Q IThoro do you livo and what is your occupation? 

a I rosido at tho villago of LES PAIRS, Connuno of VILLY 
BOCAGE. I raiso cattle; I wa 3 forraorly an enginoor. 

Q Roy; old aro you? 

.k Forty-three. 

Z Hoy; long havo you boon living at LES Fa I IIS? 

a Ono year. 

Z Do you ronenber Ooraan troops ontoring LES PAIilS early 
in Juno last? 

4 . The Gorman troops entered LES Fx.IilS on the 8 th Juno. 

Q Eov; many v/cro thoro? 

4 . First, one company of SS /.dolph Hitlor troops cano to ny 
placo. 

Q Roy; do you know they were SS troops? 

A Bccauso I know the insignia they wear on tho collar and 
also iiie band they v/car on tho arm. 

Q Ploaso describo tho insignia and the band? 

A Tho band was black, edged in white, with tho inscription 
“iidolph Hitler 1 ’ in white on it and a little vhito band 
at either end. Thore is a double lightning flash on tho 
collar. 

Q, Did other troops cono a little later? 

A The noxt day two othGr companies from tho samo division 
came to our place; thoy v/oro from tho 3ano regiment al¬ 
so. 

Z Y/hat division was it? 

^ Tho samo division. 

Q. Do you know tho number of tho division? 

I v/os told it v/as tho 30th Division, but I believe tho 
people r.ho toll mo v/oro wrong. Tho only exact thing I 
knoY; was the flold post number. 

Z V.ho told you it was the 30th Division? 

A a non-commissioned officer told mo. 

Z a German non-commissioned officer? 

A Yes, German. 

Z xnd T/hat are ycur reasons for thinking you woro told an 
incorrect numbor? 

.I Since I v/as speaking German to then, they apparently bo- 
lieved it y/c.s in order to furnish information to tho 
enemy, that is, to you.

Had tho wound boon bandaged at all? 

« Tho wound had been bandagod, bocauso tho bandage v/as 
taken off by the pathologist lator, 

Q, Did si, BE/.UJAN say how far away ho v/as when ho sat; then? 

A Ho was at that nomont in tho fiold boyond his hedge, 
about 10 motors away from the road. V/hon he saw then 
ain at tho soldier, ho took cover. From tho grave to-the 
spot whoro tho soldior was shot i3 approximately 100 mo¬ 
tors. This shooting took place botv/eon 3 and 4 o’clock 
in tho afternoon. The same evening 11. BE/JJJAN cano to 
ny placo, around six or seven o'clock and told no what 
ho had just witnessed. The next day I wont with M. BEAU- 
J.*N to sco tho soldior. Ho was in the ditch with a 
blanlcot over him. His boots wore off and thcro v/oro 
wounds in tho tonplo, in the throat, and in tho chost. 

Q ’Vhat timo of tho morning Y/as this? 

A In tho morning, around nine to 10 o'clock. Prom a neter 
50 to two meters away v/o found on tho road oight or nino 
cartridgo casos from a Gorman machine gun. 

Ci Could you say ycursolf that thoso cartridgo cases had 
been froshly usod? 

tx Thoy v/oro all togother in a circle about 18 cr 20 inchos 
apart whoro they had boon throv/n by tho ejection and no 
vohiclo had passed over them. 

Q Could you soo yourself whon you lockod at tho body that 
tho v/ounds in tho head and chest and throat v/oro frosh? 

ji Yes, I could soc very v/oU.thnt thoy v/oro fresh, Bcsidos, 
the blood had flov/od from tho oar, ihon tho wound causod 
by tho bullet in tho tonplo. I do not boliovo that tho 
bullet in tho head was a mortal wound but that tho v/ound 
that killed him was tho one in the nock, according to 
what tho doctor told me. 

Q How far v/oro the German soldiers from the English soldier 
when they firod; do you know? 

A According to what LI. 3EAUJAH told me, they wero about two 
or three motors away from him. The British soldier was 
walking on tho bank. 

Q Does that distance correspond with what you yourself 
would ostimato from tho position of the bodies and tho 
empty cartridgo cases. 

«. Yes, exactly. 

c : Do you re member v/hethor on the 12th of Juno thoro had 
boon any British or other airplane over that road, mach¬ 
ine- gunning the road? 

«• No. The road was not machine-gunned by British pianos 
that day. I will toll you v/hy I romonbor sc Y/oll; it was 
bocauso thoro v/oro artille ry piocos in front of ny heuso 
and if tho British had cono they would havo boribod no. Ii 
front cf tho heuso there v/oro 2 trucks fill of munitions, 
and a kitchen, and at the back of tho hcu30 2 patrol lor¬ 
ries, 

Q Do you know vhat sert of uniform tho British 3oldior was 
v/oaring? 

Khaki uniform.

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Q Wore there any marks or signs on it indicating his 
unit? 

There was an insignia on the left arm, but I did not 
pay any attention to it; the doctor unfastened it. 

C: Y/hat happened to the body of the British soldier? 

A First, I requested from the Germans permission to 

bury it; the Germans refused. We asked the mayor for 
permission to bury it. 0 n that, the mayor made out 
a requisition form to enable U3 to bury the British • 
soldier, from the standpoint of hygiene. 

C And was he duly buried, and when? 

A He was buried on the 15th, in the afternoon. 

Q Y/ore you present yourself at the burial? 

A I was present at the burial. 

Q And you knot; that the body that you 3aw by the road¬ 
side was the body that was buried in the grave; is 
that right? 

a Y e s, since we ourselves took the body from the road 
to put it in the grave. The body which was exhumed 
by the doctor was the' same body that we had put in 
the grave. 

Q Is that the Amy doctor who came hero with Sjt FAUCH- • 
ER on the 6th of October? 

a Ye3, the doctor and the Serjeant on the 6th of Octob¬ 
er. 

Ct Did you find anything on the body before burial? 

A We found hi3 papers, his letters and photographs; no 
military paper. There were four or five letters with 
the 3ame name, the same number, and we collected them. 
They must have all belonged to the sane soldier since 
they were in a vtallet which wa3 wrapped in a water¬ 
proof cover. Y/e took one envolopo which wo put in a 
bottle to bury with him. The othor papers were given 
to the mayor of this pla co who, at the time, was la. 
le VICOUTE de HJGIS. 

Q Do you know where tho30 papers are now? 

A No, I do not know; I believe M. le VICOUTE has them 
still. 

>" Do you know who the German soldier wa3 who shot the 
British soldier? 

A Yes. 

Q. How do you know who ho is? 

A I do not knot? hi3 name but I would know him by sight. 
He was very easily recognizable because afterwards he 
twice aimed at me, to kill mo. 

Q Was that seriously? 

A Yes, seriously, since tho first tine he took my wal¬ 
let away. The second timo I told him it wus not 
worthwhile to kill mo because if ho killed no, he 
would be killing a collaborator. If ho killed me, 
they wore going to killsoniohcdy who via .s of service 
to them. The officer arrived on the 3pot at that mo¬ 
ment and made him leave.

A Yos, I was referring to tho Headquarters of tho units 
that v/ero stationod hero, 

Lt. Col. BORaSTON: You moan tho Headquarters of tho 
companies stationed hero? 

i. Yos, that is right; tho Regimental Headquarters of 
tho companies stationod at my place,
